“Drug concerus and five and ten cent
companies were the lowest; millinery
and catidy stores the highest. We found
many instances where owners willing to
gamble on the value of their property
on a percentage basis would gain two
or three times the avernge rent.

“In most instances progréssive mer-
chants were wiling and anxious to enter
into thess percentage leuses and our
entire experience has been that ab-
golutely none has failed to work out.
